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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The phrase "a functional group that permits attachment ... to a nucleic acid" in claim 
170 is unduly functional., Page 16, among other places, states that one embodiment is 
hydrogen or triphosphate. Is the term limited to these two alone? How rapid must the 
attachment process be? What additional radicals are intended? Must the attachment 
process be complete or is say, only 50% of the functional groups react does the 
functional group meet the claim limitations? What is intended by "permits"? Does this 
mean that the functional group must be able to react directly with the nucleic acid 
without extra catalysts or catalysts? Or could the attachment require a coupling agent 
like DCC? Could this refer to a multi-step process? Could the group be a protecting 
group which would liberate a claimed A radical? The Examiner suggests adding the 
specific radicals intended to claim 1 . 



Claims 13-15 are vague and indefinite because it is unclear what are "peg" and 
"tegB" are. The instant claims do not provide any definitions. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 , 5, 7, 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Engelhardt et al. (US5.241 ,060). 

Engelhardt discloses nucleotides and polynucleotides, which are chemically 
modified or labeled so as to be capable of ready detection when attached to and/or 
incorporated in nucleic acid material. It is disclosed that a label can be attached to the 
sugar ring through the phosphorus moiety through a linker, (col. 23-24). Ligation of poly 
dA:poly dT, biotinyl dU to oligodeoxyribonucleotides was DNA ligase (col. 6). Said 
labeled nucleotides are used as probes in hybridization assays (col.25).
